IF NECESSARY, WILL SEND 
RESIGNATION T0 GOVERNOR 


But He Does Not Believe This 
Is Required by Law, Holding 
the Opinion That His Term 
in Office Was Ended When 
the Legislature Elected Gov- 
ernor Smith as Senator. 


Joseph M. Terrell will not return 
to Washington to serve in the capac- 
ity of United States senrtor from 
Georgia. 

Should he find that such action is re- 
quired by law, he will very probably 
submit his resignation to Governor 
Smith within the next few days. 

A positive announcement, expressing 
his belief that his term as senator 
expired with the election of his suc- 
‘cessor, Governor Smith, and a formal 
statement that he will no longer serve 
as senator may be expected from Sen- 
ator Terrell within a day or 80. 

Until Legisiature Meets. 

The commission issued by Governor 
Brown to Senator Terrell and desig- 
nating him as the successor of the late 
Senator Clay, reads that his appoint- 
ment is “until the meeting of the leg- 
slature.” 

In action taken on a similar case thé 
United States senate has construed 
“until the next meeting of the legis- 
lature” to mean until a successor 
elected by the legislature, according 
Mr. Terrell, 
Terrell his seat was vacated in the 
senate and Governor Hoke Smith be- 
came United States Senator Hoke 
Smith when the result of the joint 
ballot was declared on Wednesday. 

Senator Terrell does not believe that 
he is even required by law or prece- 
dent to submit his resignation to the 
governor, holding the opinion that his 
office was vacated by the action of 
the general assembly.

President E. I. Carter, of the Rich- 
land Board of Trade, reached Atlanta 
yesterday on a “booster” trip through 
Georgia and South Carolina in the in- 
terests of his city and section. Mr. 
Carter drove through in an automobile, 
and will spend the next ten days or 
two weeks in distributing advertising 
matter relative to his section in Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas. 

Richland, he says, is determined to 
see established a good road connectiug 
Atlanta and Mobile, passing through 
his city, and the movement is awaken- 
ing great interest in the sections of 
Georgia and Alabama through which 
it would run. 

Mr. Carter called at the office of 
The Constitution for the purpose of 
enlisting its aid in this movement, and 
was assured that whatever it could 
do to assist in this important work of 
development would be done gladly. 

President Carter Talks. 


“The route as proposed by Richland,” 
Mr. Carter said, “will lead from At- 
lanta over The Constitution round-the- 
state-tour route to Oglethorpe and at 
that point will join the fine roads of 
Schley county to Ellayille, then on 
through Marion county tnto Stewart 
county to Richland. 

“From Richland to Mobile several 
routes have been propesed, but none 
definitely decided upon. The most 
plausible one presented as-yet is to 
go direct from Richland to Dawson ard 
from there by Morgan crossing the 
Chattahoochee river at Fort Gaines and 
on to Mobile By this route the towrs 
of southwest Georgia, as well as the 
towns of southeast Alabama, will get 
the benefit of the highway. The ter- 
ritory traversed by this proposed route 
is the coming section of both states, 
since the lands are new and therefore

Asking that the appointment of W. 
Carroll Latimer as recelver for the 
Southern Loan and Trust Company, an 
Atlanta corporation, against which in- 
voluntary proceedings in bankruptcy 
were instituted in the United States 
court a few weeks ago, be revoked, an 
intervention was filed with the clerk 
of the federal court yesterday by 
John H. Baker, of Atlanta; T. J. Minor, 
of Florida, and B. J. Lundy, of Ala- 
bama. P. C. McDuffie and Smith, Ham- 
mond & Smith are attorneys for the 
petitioners. 

Not Entitied to Act. 

In asking for the removal of Mr. 
Latimer, the paper asserts that he “is 
not legally qualified to act as receiver 
or trustee for the said alleged bank- 
rupt estate, for the reason that having. 
been, and as petitioners are informed 
and believe now being in effect, coun- 
sel for said bankrupt company, he 
would not impartially and for the best 
interests of the creditors bring proper 
proceedings to uncover, open up and 
remedy so far as possible any fraudu- 
lent practices and misappropriations of 
funds which have existed and taken 
place according to petitioners’ best in- 
formation and belief; his interests and 
his duty being antagonistic, the nat- 
ural result would be the loss to the 
creditors of the diligent efforts in be- 
half of their interest that they deserve 
under the law and is neceSsary for 
their protection under the facts de- 
tailed.” 

The paper is a lengthy one, and, aft - 
ér reciting the grounds upon which it 
is based, it prays: 

That the proceedings in bankruptcy 
be decreed collusive, graudulent, il- 
legal, void, of no effect, and that it be 
set aside. 

That W. Carroll Lafimer, receiver, 
be removed from his office, and that 
he make full and detailed accounting 
of all his actings and doings as re- 
ceiver. 

That the acts of bankruptcy averred 
in the petition be decreed not true and 
sufficient under the bankrupt act for 
legal adjudication of the Southern Loan 
and Trust Company, an involuntary 
bankrupt, and that the petition of the 
cémpany be dismissed; and 

Secured by Collusion. 

That the appointment of W. Carroll 
Latimer as receiver was brought about 
by the collusion, active interference 
and procurement of the bankrupt, and 
is therefore illegal, void and of no 
effect. 

Along with the intervening petition 
the parties indicated filed a petition 
alleging that the Southern Loan and 
Trust Company was insolvent, and 
praying that it be adjudged an invol- 
untary bankrupt. :

Newnan, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)— 
Former Attorney General Hewlette A. 
Hall gave his: final answer to his 
numerous friends here today, who 
have been urging him to let his name 
be used as a candidate for the office 
of governor, when he stated positive- 
ly that he had retired from politics, 
and expected to devote the rest of his 
life to his private law practice. 

Mr. Hall has just returned from a 

ten days’ visit to New York, and, dur- 
ing his absence, a number of his 
friends have been suggesting his name 
as one of the probable candidates for 
the office. Upon his return last night 
he was informed that he had been 
generally mentioned and, in reply, 
said: 
- “T appreciate the interest of my 
friends, but I have retired from poli- 
tics and expect to devote my time to 
my law practice hereafter. In fact, I 
really retired sixteen years ago, when 
I completed my services in the general 
assembly, but when appointed to the 
attorney general’s office in a way I 
again entered the arena, but now I 
have finished, and I propose to remain 
so.” 

When asked for his views regarding 
the present situation, with so many 
Frobable candidates in the field, Mr. 
Hall said: 

Predicts Brown’s Re-Eleetion. 

“I believe that Joe Brown will be 
in the race again. I do not think that 
he wants to run, but I believe that 
conditions and pFfessure will force 
him out, and I think that his chances 
are good. In fact, I believe that he 
will receive a sweeping vote. He nas 
made a fine official, dnd the people of 
Georgia are satisfiéd and will willing- 
ly elect him for another term.”

Senators From Each Dist 
Give Optimistic Statements 


Yield Will Be Better in Geor- 
gia Than it Has Been for 
Many Ycars, According to In- 
terviews Obtained by Repre- 
sentative of Constitution. 


The crops in Georgia will be better 
this year than in many years, if the 
predictions of members of the Georgia 
senate come irue. A representative of 
The Constitution interviewed eleven 
senators, one from each of the eleven 
congressional districts, and the con- 
sensus of opinion was that the cotton 
crop will be far above the average, 
the corn crop good and the various 
other crops better than they were last 
year. 

In speaking of crop conditions in the 
eleven districts, the. follbwing remarks 
were made by the various solons: 

What They Say. 

Senator O. B. Aaron, of the:first con- 
gressional district, says: Well, the 
cotton in my district is somewhat bet- 
ter than it was last year, but our corn 
has suffered a good little bit from tne 
lack of rain. I think, though, that 
with the rains of last week we shall 
produce a fairly good crop.” 
Senator I. A. Bush, of the second 
| congressional district, and one of the 
best farmers in the state, says: “The 
cotton crop is doing. nicely, although 
it has become spotted and slightly hurt 
on agtount of the droughi The corn 
„has suffered more than the cotton,

Groving Work and Increasing 
“Needs Ate Discussed, 


Representatives of Georgia Col- 
leges Appear Before Commit- 
tee on Appropriations---Inter- 
esting Talks Are Made by Dr. 
Soule and by Dr. Matheson. 


* 

What Georgia is doing for higher 
education, also what she should do, 
were told the house committee on ap- 
propriations by the representatives of 


the university and ite branches yester- 


day afternoon at the capitol. All spoke 
of growing work and increasing needs 
of the different situations and all but 
one asked for more help from the 
legislature. . 
The committee met at 3 o' clock, 
Chairman MeElrpath presiding, and 
devoted two hours’ time to hearing 
from the colleges. Chancellor Barrow 
directed the proceedings, time being 
allotteg each of the institutions. 
Colonel W. E. Simmons, of Lawrence- 
ville, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of the general board of university 


trustees, urged that the maintenance 
fund for the university proper be in- 
creased $20,000. Ten thousand of this, 
he said, would be used for equipping 
and operating the new Peabody school 
for teachers. He told at length of the 
good work of the central college, of; 
what it is doing ang hopes to do. 
For Agricultural College. 

Perhaps the most entertaining ad- 
dress made at the meeting was by Dr. 
A. M. Soule, of the State College of 
He was armed with 
large charts illustrating the work of 
the college. 

He asked for $50,000 special appro- 
-priation for extension work and $10,000 
more for the support cf the college 
proper. He described the outside work 
in detail, showing how experts attend 
institutes and farmers’ meetings, giv- 
ing lectures and making démonstra- 
tions. Many invitations have to be de- 
clined because of the lack of men. He 
said there is no trouble in getting the 
ear of the farmer, from the wealthy 
planter to the tenant; that all classes 
are ceasing to ridicule scientific agri- 
culture, but are appreciating the aid 
they can receive from it. 

He showed how the value of farm 
products had increased since the col- 
lege was founded, stating that @he 
‘Yield of corn per acre last year in 
Georgia grew nearly 2 per cent. 

There is wealth illimitable in our 
soil,” he declared. All that is needed 
is for the farmer to know how to get 
it out.” 

He demonstrated with a chart how 
the solls of various counties vary 
greatly in their chemical properties, 
showing that Analysis alone will dem- 
onstrate the. kinds of fertilizers each 
needs. 7 

Farm Operated at Profit. 

The farm at Athens, he stated, is 
operated at a profit, and a dairy of 
about twenty-five cows earned ap- 
proximately $1,600 last year. 

“We want to put fifteen agricultural 
drummers on the road next year,” de- 
clared the dean. “We don’t mean 
drummers to sell things, but men to 
drum agricultural information just as 
the traveling salesman drums goods.” 

The $50,000 special appropriation is 
to be used largely in making soil 
analyses and in preparing for the on- 
coming of the bol] weevil. 

So interesting was Dr. Soule’s eu- 
logium on the agricultural possibilities 
of this state that his time was doubled 
by the committee. 

Dr. K. G. Matheson, of the Georgia 
School of Technology, spoke on behalf 
of that gepartment of the university. 
He stated that the value of the prod- 
ucts of Georgia factories now exceeds 
that of the farms, having grown 3109, 
000,000: from 1900 to 1909. He said that 
his institution meant the addition in 
value to all the products of the farm, 
the streams and the woods. and hills. 
He declared that the teachers were 
leaving because of better salaries be- 
ing offered elsewhere, and that growth 


of the school is demanding that they 
haye more teachers, 

He was followed by Colonel N. E, 
Harris, of Macon, head of the school’s 
board of trustees, who urged the 
granting of the increases desired in 
appropriation. They asked for $25,000 
additional. 

T. E. Atkinson, president of the 
board of trustees, ang Professor N. M. 
Parks, president of the college, spoke 
on behalf of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial at Milledgeville. 

No Room for Girls. 

Professor Parks sald that up to date 
he has received applications for ad- 
mittance from 900 girls, while only 549 
eould be cared for last year. 

“The doors are closed,“ he said: “We 
have room for no more than  one- 
third of the new students who have 
already asked admission.”

30 MADERISTS 
DIE IN BATTLE 
Three Soldiers of the Twenty- 


Ninth Battalion Among 
the Number Slain. 


Puebla, Mexico, July 13.—Three sol- 
diers of the Twenty-ninth battalion 
and a number of Maderists, estimated 
as high as thirty, were killed and many 
others wounded in battle between the 
two forces, which raged in the streets 
of the city from 11- o'clock last night 
until 7 o’cock this morning. 

Forty Maderists were made prisoners. 

The fighting ceased only when Gov- 
ernor Canote appeared with a white 
flag and pleaded for peace, 

A special train with Francisco I. 
Madero on board arrived in the city 
soon after the battle began. It is al- 
leged drunken Maderists made an at- 
tack upon the penitentiary with dyna- 
mite bombs in an effort to release the 
prisoners. The Seragossa troops, sta- 
tioned close by, opened fire, 

Maderists from the bull ring bar- 
racks attacked the federals and forced 
them back into their quarters. A 
scattering fire was kept up all night. 
At daybreak the Twenty-ninth battal- 
ion came to the rescue of the other 
federals and used a machine gun to 
clear the streets. At this attack the 
Maderists fled, leaving a large num- 
ber of wounded and dead in the 
streets.

Answers Mr. Wakefield 


Reply Made to Charges That 
Have Been Circulated to the 
Effect Atlanta Is Trying to 
„Hog Credit for the Georgia 
Exhibit. 


Replying to charges which have been 
circulated in certain portions of the 
state to the effect that the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce is making an 
effort to “hog” all the credit for the 
movement to have a Georgia exhibit at 
the Chicago Land and Irrigajion Ex- 
position this fall, Walter G. Cooper, 
secretary of the local body, has issued 
a statement indorsed by, the officers 
of the chamber, in which he sets out 
that this is not, and never has been 
true. 

William Wakefield, secretary of the 
Barnesville Chamber of Commerce, in 
a recent communication to The Macon 
News, charges that he has been dis- 
courteously treated by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce in regard to the 
matter. He sets out that on June 7 
he was elected secretary of the body 
organized to arrange for the exhibit; 
that since that time this body has held 
a meeting, ignoring him and the or- 
ganization’ which he represents, and 
have elected another secretary in spite 
of the fact that he has been doing all 
in his power to discharge the duties 
of this office. 

Mr. Wakefield intimates that he be- 
lieves pressure was brought to. bear 
upon the members of the organiZation 
by persons here in Atlanta. In regard 
to this he Says: 

“There is no question as to the 
eminence of the personnel of the 
Georgia Exhibit Association, its officers 
and committees, and I am of the 
opinion that the discourteous and unfair 
course pursued in this matter was due 
to influences which they sanctioned 
only because they were in ignorance 
of what had been done.“ 

Mr. Cooper’s Reply. 

In his statement Secretary Cooper 
denies that any intentional discour- 
tesy has been shown Mr. Wakefield, 
the Barnesville Chamber of Commerce, 
nor any one else desirous of helping 
the Georgia exhibit. 

He decries any intention on the part 
of any one to treat Mr. Wakefield dis- 
courteously, and sets out that he feels 
perfectly Wafe in stating that both the 
men in charge of the exhibit and all 
others interested in it are only too 
glad to know that Mr. Wakefield has 
been lending the movement his assist - 


ance. ; 
Mr. Cooper’s statement in full is as 


follows: 

“I was glad to see Mr. Wakefield in- 
terested in the movement for a Georgia 
exhibit at the Chicago Land and Irri- 
gation Exposition and am sorry that 
he thinks any discourtesy has been 
shown him. I do not know of any. 


History of Movement. 


“The movement for a Georgia exhibit 
at the Chicago land show began in the 
immigration committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce several months 
ago. The question was brought up 
by W. H. Leahy, general passenger 
agent of the Atlanta; Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad, who is vice-chairman 
of that committee. A subcommittee 
was appointed to discuss the matter 
and that subcommittee framed a ten- 
tative plan which Was gent 
out to the commercial bodies of the 
state by a letter some weeks before 
the Georgia dinner. 

“A second letter invited the officers 
of those commercial bodies to attend 
the Georgia dinner on Friday, May 26, 
and stay over on Saturday to attend a 
meeting for the purpose of taking up 
this Georgia exhibit. That was the 
meeting alluded to by Mr. Wakefield 
and was attended by the gentlemen he 
names. 4 

“Mr. Wakefield was asked to act as 
secretary of that meeting, but so far 
as I can recall no permanent organiza- 
tion was made then. 

“Some days later the committee on 
immigration met and considered ways 
and means to interest the various com- 
munities in Georgia in this exhibit. It 
was thought that the industrial agents 
of the railway lines traversing the 
state, having free “transportation, 
might be willing to travel through 
that territory and present this matter 
to the commercial bodies along their 


ines. 

“Hor that reason the industrial 
agents of all railroad lines in the state 
were invited to.meet in Atlante and 
confer with our committee on immi- 
gration. That meeting was held in 
the Atlanfa Chamber of Commerce on 
Tuesday, June 27. 

“It so happened that we had a meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Corn Show, commit- 
tee that morning and business of very 
great importance had come up..It was 
necessary for me to give most of my 
time to the Com Show committee and 
I was not able to give much time to 
the meeting in the other room. Some 
gentleman, not from Atlanta, I do not 
recall his name, moveg that an as- 
sociation be formed and someone nomi- 
nated Mr. Leahy for president. 

“About that time I was called out of 
the room and had to devote the rest 
of my time to. the Corn Show commit- 
tee. Afterwards I was informed that 
an association had been framed and I 
never knew the full details of it until 
the printed matter recently issueq by 
that body was sent over the state by 
Mr. Hafer, the secretary. 

“Although this matter started in a 
committee of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce several months before Mr. 
Wakefield had any connection with it, 
the printed list of officers of the as- 
sociation shows that no officer or di- 
rector of this chamber is an officer or 
committee member of that organiza- 
tion. In fact, we had little to do with 
the framing of this new organization. 

‘T think there will be plenty for 
everybody to do and that the officers 
of that body will be very glad for Mr.

HANG, SAYS COURT 


The Case Will Be Taken’ Be- 
fore the Prison Com- 
mission. 


Unless the prison commission or the 
governor interferes, Dr. W. J. Me- 
Naughton will be hanged for the mur- 
der of Fred Flanders in Swädinsboro, in 
June, 1910, . 

The supreme court Thursday affirm- 
ed the degision of the lower court con- 
victing Dr. McNaughton of the murder 
and sentencing him to death. 

The court holds that there was no 
error committed by the judge in charg- 
ing the jury and that the evidence jus- 
tifled the verdict. Judge Atkinson dis- 
sented on the ground that the evidence 
did not warrant the verdict, and that 
the state had not proved ita case. 

McNaughton was jointly § indicted 
with Mrs. Mattie Flanders, wife of the 
deceased, on the charge that the two 
administered poison to Flanders while 
he was sick and while McNaughton 
was waiting on him as a physician. 
Dr. McNaughton was tried separately. 

Arsenic Found itn Body. 

Talk of foul 
after Flanders died, and the body was 
exhumed. Chemical analysis showed 
that the stomach, liver, heart and kid- 
neys of the dead man contained seven- 
éighths of a grain of arsenic. It was 
charged that there had been undue 
friendly relations between McNaugh- 
ton and Mrs. Flanders, and that they 
had administered doses af poison to 
Flanders to get him out of the way. 
The evidence was largely circumstan- 
tial, but McNaughton was convicted. 

Judge Atkinson delivered a strong 
opinion in dissenting from his col- 
leagues in the decision of the case. He 
pointed out that experts testified that 
three grains of arsenic is ordinarily 
accepted as a fatal dose, while oniy 
seven-eighths of a grain was found in 
He took the-conten- 


Mrs. Flanders conspired to get Flanders 
out of the way because of their regard 
for each other, and declared that if this 
were true, either or both of them might 
have administered the poison, and that 
it was just as easy to suppose the guilt 
of the one as it was to suppose the 
guilt of the other. He asserted that 
the state had not proved its case 
against Dr. McNaughton, and that the 
verdict was mot justified by the evi- 
dence. 

It is practically certain that Dr. Mc- 
Naughton's case will be laid before the 
prisor, commission and an effort to se- 
cure a commutation of his sentence.

PLANTERS SEEK 
RELIEF FROM TARE 


* 


The House Adopts Resolution 
Memorializing Congress, 
President and Others. 


Congress, the president, secretary of 
agriculture and all others with infiu- 
ence were memorialized by the house 
of representatives yesterday to come 
to. the rescue of cotton planters in the 
matter of “tare.” it came up in the 
form of a resolution offered by Mr. 
Kimbrough, of the house, which was 
passed by unanimous vote. The author 
made an extended speech in advocacy 
of the move, 

“Tare, said Mr. Kimbrough, “is the 
reduction made in the price of cotton 
On account of the baggage and ties 
supposed to cover the bales. This is 
estimated at 6 per cent of the weight. 
The rule was fixed by European pur- 
chasers, and is followed all over the 
world. It has stood so long that it 
has the force of law. 

“On 500-pound bales the ‘tare take- 
off amounts to 30 pounds. As a matter 
of fact, the weight of the bagging and 
ties on the average bale is not over 20 
pounds, If we were allowed to put 
on 30 pounds of covering it would be 
fair. But we are not; if we put on 
more than 20 pounds, $1 reduction ts 
made in the sum paid per bale. If the 
percentage were reduced to 4 or 4% it 
would pay us to use cotton bagging, 
which would not only provide better 
covering, but would increase the con- 
sumption of the staple. 

“As it stands, the farmer loses 16 
pounds of cotton out of every bale. This 
is simply robbery and nothing else. 
It costs all the cotton growers more 
than $1,000,000 a year, and those in 
Georgia a couple of hundred thousand 
dollars annually. 

“The president and secretary of agri- 
culture have been quite active in giving 
the farmers advice. We think they 
should do less preaching for a while 
and aid us in ar atter of practical ben- 
efit.’ 

The resolution requests all in au- 
thority to take the matter up with the 
cotton associations here and abroad, 
and seek to bring about an equitable 
adjustment. It appears that the rate 
of tare was fixed when the bales avere 
aged little more than 400 pounds, 
whereas they now weigh around 500. 

State officials are directed to contribe 
ute what they can to get relief for the 
farmers. 4

Afterward the lightning 
traveled down the guywires into the 
factory building, where two large mo- 
tors were burned out and four em- 
ployees painfully but not seriously 
shocked. The damage caused by the 
stroke will not exceed $200. 
Flag Pole Splintered. 

Intermittent plfy of the elements 
also threatened to do havoc with the 
i} Owls Club, corner Forsyth and Mitchell 
streets, when three strokes of light- 
ning struck objects on and about the 
building. The first of these, about 
2:57 o' clock, shattered the flagstaff on 
the siructure in which the club has 
quarters. The second, a minute later 
burned out- a Terminal station cdr 
directly in front of the club, and the 
third, at exactly 3 o'clock, barned in 
twain a guy wire supporting a derrick 
used in erecting a structure adjoining 
the Owls bullding on Forsyth street. 

With a flash that blinded almost 
everyone in the Terminal station block, 
the first stroke smashed the Owls’ flag- 
pole. Splinters from the large piece 
of pine flew in every direction. No 
one was out in the streets, and fhe 
pieces of wood fell to the pavement 
without hurting anyone. Immediately 
following the stroke, people standing 
under shelter, rushed for the splinters 
and secured them as souvenirs. 

The damage resulting from all three 
strokes will not reach 350. 

Lightning also struck the wires run- 
ning into the Standard Club building, 
142 Washington street, and caused a 
small fire in the basement. The flames 
were soon under control and the small 
loss was due principally to smoke and 
water.

HEYBURN FLAUNTS RED SHIRT: 
Is REBUKED BY COLLEAGUES 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, July 13.—(Special.)— 
The bloody shirt” was-again brought 
out and flaunted in the senate today, 
apropos of an effort to strike from 
the senate pay roll the name of James 
Jones, the old negro body servant of 
Jefferson Davis. Senator Heyburn 
precipitated the bitterest part of the 
debate by alluding to the cause of the 
southern confederacy as an “infamous 
cause,” and for an hour the atmos- 
phere of the senate chamber was sul- 
try and the sparks flew. 

The senator from Idaho, who stirred 
up sectional feeling and animosities 
today was the same man who voiced 
such bitter opposition to the statue of 
General Lee remaining in statuary 
hall. He also cast the one vote re- 
corded against lending army tents for 
the confederate reunion held at Mo- 
bile. ' 

James Jones, the negro who was 
the stormy petrel of the senate de- 
bate, is a native of North Carolina, 
and was brought to Washington fif- 
teen years ago. He has been working 
in the senate stationery room until 
about two years ago, when he was 
forced to absent himself because of ill 


health. 


Recently, at a gathering of confed- 
erate veterans in Washington, Jones 
was presented by Senator Bailey as 
the man who knew the secret of the 
great seal of the confederacy. Jones 


said the seal was buried in Virginia, 
but he* would not tell the place be- 
cause Mr. Davis had made him swear 
to keep the secret forever. Senator 
Heyburn questioned the fact that 
Jones knew where. the real seal was, 
saying there must have been a half 
dozen seals of the confederacy, and 
that it would have been most extra- 
ordinary for President Davis to have 
the seal on his person. 

The debate came up over a resolu- 
tion by Senator Lodge to strike from 
the senate rolls the names of five 
employees who were said to be enjoy- 
ing sinecures. Standing in the former 
seat of Wefferson Davis and frankly 
admitting that Jim Jones, the oid 
body servant of Mr. Davis, was too 
old to work, Senator Williams yet 
pleaded thaat he be retained on the 
rolls as a pensioner because of his 
loyalty to his old master and his good 
service in the past as an employee of 
the senate. 

This led Mr. Heyburn to say that if 
he voted to keep Jones on the pay 
roll it would be because of his good 
service to the senate, and not because 
of his connection with an infamous 
cause. 

The senate suestained Senator Wil- 
liams by a vote of 37 to 18, leaving 
Jones on the pay rool at $720 a year as 
a laborer.

The lodging house man's evidence 
as to Henderson's search for the Hol- 


ley woman on Monday is correborated 
by a negro woman who saw and talked 
to the prisoner. 

In addition to this, confliciing state- 
ments made by Henderson have been 
run down by the detectives. Especially 
interesting is the one in regard to his 
razors and pocket knives. According 
to him he has not had one of either in 
a year, but his wife testifies that she 
borrowed his knife only last week, and 
his razor has been found in a local 
barber shop. It was taken there Tues- 
day morning, the day after the mur- 
der, by him to be sharpened. 

In connection with the Lena Sharpe 
murder, which occurred over two weeks 
ago at 24 Hanover street, Henderson 
was indentified Thursday by George 
Brooks, a negro who runs a refresh- 
ment stand near the place of the mur- 
der, as having been seen coming from 
that direction after Emma Lou, had 
screamed. Brooks brought with him a 
bloody rag, which he declares he saw 
Henderson drop.

Cotton Futures Market Was 
ervous and Irregular. 
Spot Unchanged. 


New York, July 13.—The cotton 
Market was nervous and iregular to- 
day. Reports of further showers in 
the western belt increased confidence 
in the talk of a very favorable crop 
outlook, but aggressive selling for 
short account was restricted by a re- 
newal of old crop bull support, on ru- 
mors of a better trade demand, and 
the close was steady at a net advance 
of 5 points on July and from 2 to 
points net lower on new crop posi- 
tions. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 7@8 points on the new 
months, which were influenced by rel- 
atively firm cables, but 1 to 2 points 
lower on the new crop owing to 4 re- 
newal of yesterday's selling move- 
ment and the reports of further show- 
ers in the western belt. Private ca- 
bles from Liverpool said that large 
spot interests were heavy buyers of 
August there, and it seemed that both 
trade interests and the old crop bull 
leaders were buyers of the summer 
and early fall deliveries here. This 
support was followed by some local 
covering, notwithstanding the pros- 
pects for continued favorable weather 
in the southwest, and prices worked 
up to a net gain of 4 or 5 points on 
the new crop positions during the mid- 
die of the day. The south, however, 
was a persistent seller here, presuma- 
bly against prospective crops; outside 
demand failed to broaden on the 
bulges, and following the publication 
of the official weather details for the 
western belt, which showed light but 
quiet general showers, and the mar- 
ket again eased off, reaching the low- 
est point of the day in the late trad- 
ing when the active new crop months 
sold about 5 to 6 points under last 
-night’s close. Fluctuationg in the 
old crop positions were irregular, and 
July held generally higuer, while Au- 
gust sold off to a net decline of 3 
points, and closed at the lowest point 
of the day.

Georgia will say ‘you have trifled with 
our confidence, and ignored your plain 
duty; never more be officer of ours. ” 


GREAT INTERESTS AT STAKE 
SMITH MUST HEED CALL 

Thomson, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson today issued 
the following statement anent the 
senatorial situation: 

The position taken by ex-Senator 
Terrell is both dignified and constitu- 
tional. 

The power of the governor to fill a 
vacancy in the United States senate 
expires when the legislature meets. By 
the federal constitution itself, the leg- 
islature is made the electorate of a 
senator. The state legislature is the 
source from’ which the highest branch 
of the national legislature is derived. 
The governor, being the ‘executive, has 
nothing to do with constituting the 
federal legislature, except as the con- 
stitution expressly provides. He 
“may” fill a vacancy until the leg- 
islature shall meet. 

The moment Governor Smith was 
elected Mr. Terrell ceased to be sena- 


tor. 
pired 


As he himself said, his term ex- 
automatically. By operation of 
the highest law of the land, he was 
retired to private life. 

Bewlldering State of Affairs. 

This is so obvious and indisputable 
that I am dumfcunded by Governor- 
Senator Smiths fatlure to see it. The 
holding of two big offices at the same 
time may possibly have had a bewil- 
dering effect upon his mind. At all 
events, it has brought about a bewil- 
dering state of affairs. Mr. Terrell 
cannot legally return to his seat in 
the senate. There is no vacancy for 
the governor to fill. The governor- 
ship is full ox Smith. The senatorship 
is full of Smith. How many more 
offices might be simultaneously filled 
with Smith, we cannot yet tell.

This is a gross violation of the 
spirit, f not the letter, of the law. 

Hon. John M. Slaton is now legally 
entitled to be governor of Georgia. 
He was made so, automatically, by 
Smith's election to the senate. He is 
e?titied to the salary and the power. 

It is he who should call the special 
election to fill the vacancy made by | 
Smiths election the genate. The

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people have a legal right to elect an- 
cther governor, in not more than 
sixty days. 

If Smith’s present plan is persisted 
in, we will have the worst mix-up 
next year that ever was known in our 
Political history. We will have two 
subernatorial fights on hand at prac- 
tically the same time—one for the un- 
expired term of Governor Smith and 
the other for the full term following. 

Is everything and everybody “in

Confirm Three Appointments. 

The other three appointments were 
confirmed. They were B. E. Thrasher, 
judge of the county court of Oconee; 
James Davison, solicitor of Greene 
county, and Joel Cloud, judge of the 


city court of Lexington. 
Senator W. J. Harris’ amended reso- 


lution was passed by the Georgia sen- 


ate by a vote of 22 to 16. 
The last paragraph of the original, 
resolution, which asked Governor 
Smith to withdraw any appointments 
that became effective after his resig- 
nation, was amended so as to read: 

“We shall feel it our duty to oppose 
the confirmation of any appointments 
to ofice the term of which begins after 
the term of the governor making the 
appointments has been succeeded in 
office. Ang the above resolution is 
not to apply to appointments already 
made which are to be decided on their 
merits as the senate wishes.” 

Not Aimed at Smith. 

Mr. Harris spoke at length in ad- 
vocacy of his resolution, stating that 
he was not introducing his resolution 
to embarrass Governor Smith or any 
of his appointees, but introduced it 
out of a sense of justice to the suc- 
ceeding governor. 

He gaid that he thought it impera- 
tive that Georgia be represented in 
Congress by a full representation and 
that Governor Smith would feel it his 
duty to go to Washington as soon as 
he was able. 

Senator Sheppard, of the thirteenth 
district, a strong Smith supporter,. who 
led the fight against the resolution, 
said: 

“However many times Mr. Harris 
says his resolution is not to embar- 
rass Mr. Smith, I consider it a direct’ 
thrust at the govergor. | 

“Why, it's just like one man sticking 
a knife in another and then proclaim- 
ing that he did not mean to hurt him. 
Since when has the Georgia senate 
taken the preroyative of governing its 
executive? The whole affair is a di- 
rect ‘slap in the face’ to Governor 
Smith ang nothing else.” 

Shaw Advocates Resolution. 

Senator Shaw, of the Eleventh, spoke 
vehemently in behalf of the resolution 
and was followed by Senator Graham, 
of the seventh, who said that the Treso- 
lution was not in any way a “slap in 
the face” to Governor Smith, but was 
prompted by a feeling of justice and 
righteousness: to the governor suc- 
ceeding Mr. Smith.

Each applicant makes an 
initial payment of $5 on each contract 
of $500 denomination in consideration 
of the issuance of the contract, and 
thereafter is required to pay $5 a 
month on each contract held by him.

series is used to make loans to the 
members in that series only, those 
holding the first numbers in the series 
receiving the first loan. Eight per cent 
of all monthly installments received 
after the third installment shall be 
Placed in the loan or reserve fund of 
each series, to bé used to make loans 
to members of that series. The loan 
shall be repaid in monthly install- 
ments of $5 per contract, with interest 
at 6 per cent per annum, payable 
monthly. Ten per cent of each con- 
tract of $500 must be paid in before 
the member is entitled to a loan, and 
that the loan will be made as his 
series number is reached, the appli- 
cant first submitting hfs security for 
approval. The next paragraph declares 
that the plan presented is never car- 
ried out, 
Deception Is Charged. 

“By every conceivable method of de- 
ception,” says the paragraph, “the ap- 
Plicant has been led to believe that he 
will get his money at once, the true 
plan of operation, as theoretically ex- 
plained in the contract, never being 
spoken of until the last penny had 
been wrung from the victim by decep- 
tion, and then only explained to ward 
off suit and exposure.” 

The face of the contract shows that 
the Southern Loan and Trust Company 
has an authorized capital of $1,000,000. 
The contract shows “the holder will 
be entitled to a $500 loan after $50 in 
dues shall have been paid on the con- 
tract to the company.” It is alleged 
that “the business of the Southern 
Pan and Trust Company has been 
‘Carried on illegally, fraudulently and 
Aisnonestly, and that by reason of this 
thousands of persons in Georgia and in 
the south have been cheated and swin- 
died. It {® asserted that $200,000 nas 
been tak in as premiums from 
“poor and unfortunate victims who 
were deceived into the idea that they 
could get a loan at once upon easy 
terms.” 

“The paid-in capital up to November, 

1910, was only $25,000,” says the peti- 
tion, “and, on information and belief, 
it is shown that on or about that date 
$75,000 was paid to the stockholders 
out of money belonging to reserve 
funds, and with such money additional 
— amounting to $75,000 was paid 
or.“
